The fan-tailed celestial wonder, other- 


wise called the comet, to which the RH- 
PDBMois has alluded on several occa- 
sions, is causing many people to investi- 
gate the glories ot the star spangled 
firmament of July, and hundreds of pec- 
pie have intently searched for the where- 
aboats of the comet. Some were pro- 
vided with telescopes and field glasses 
representing all degrees of power which 
may be exemplified in hand instruments- 
They spent hours in the search, too- 
Net all of them find .the comet; indeed, 
not more than a bare few do. Yet it 
isn't hard to do so. In fact few visitors 
from far-off corners of the eternal vault 
of heaven have oome into the circle of 
vision of the earth's inhabitants so near 
marks in the sky known to everybody. 


The present comet is close to the con- 


stellation of Ursa Major and that part of 
the constellation known to the school 
children as the great dipper. 
It is near 


the stars Eappa and Iota of the Ursa 
Major—the two stars which constitute 
the forepawo of the bear. ;The great dip- 
per will, be high in the northeastern 
heavens tc-nigbt. 
As said before, that 


group is the starting point for persona 
unversed ia the geography of the sky 
who wish to locate the comet. 
This is 


the way to proceed: Beginning at Miraa, 
the last star ot the three which constitute 
the straight part of the dipper handle, 
draw an imaginary line through Mirza's 
two companions and on to the star in the 
bowl of the dipper—the star Merak; then 
continue the line straight on f* abont 
the same distance as Mirak is from 
Mirza and Eappa and Iota will be en- 
countered. Near by is the comet. It is 
a bright body, and it has a tail, narrow 
behind the head and gradually widening 
until lost in indefinite outlines. 
The 


tail extends upward, astronomers say 
eighteen degrees. It ie visible now to 
the naked eye. 


Wise men who can scan the heavens 
nd krow the names of thousands ot 
stars and planets, whose orbits and places 
are fixed, as well as the identity of lots 
of comets whose wanderings they oan 
only guess at, have not yet made np their 
minds whether this comet is a stranger. 
L. J. Oorrigan, of St. Paul, Minn., says 
it is the comet that came in 1819. Prof. 
Wiggins says the big visible star seen by 
Gemma in 1570—the star known aa the 
Star of Bethlehem—is dne to reappear. 
The professor thinks the star was noth- 
ing bat a great comet. 
He saw a comet 


moving toward the sun a few nights ago. 
When it comes back he says it will blaze 
with splendor. 
Dr. Wilson, who has 


photographed the present comet, says it 
is moving away from the sun and ap- 
proaching the earth, and he throws oat 
a hint that there ia enough activity in 
the nucleus to promise "something in- 
teresting" soon. 


NEW POSTAIiB. 


Descriptions of the New Styles 


. Soon to be Adopted. 


As noted recently, Postmaster General 


Bissell has decided to abandon the three 
sizes of postal cards now in use, and to 
substitute one sizs for both single and 
reply cards. 
The specifications which 


have been sent to prospective bidders for 
the contract of furnishing the postal 
service with cards during the next four 
years call for single cards of the number 
and size, 3*4 by 7 inches.. This is what 
is known as the international size, it be- 
ing used generally by the countries com- 
prising the National Postal Union. The 
doable or reply card now in use will be 
continued, with the size when folded re- 
duced to that ot international cards. 
These two cards will take the place of 
the small or ladies' card, the medium 
and the large card and the large return 
card.

made for the protection of every one 
against the danger of being sent to an 
asylum when not insane, the law is <o 
modified as not to require a family to 
make public the insanity of one of its 
members and to take him into a court 
room for the entertainment of idle spec 
tutors. 
The old law authorized the trustees o 


a state insane asylum to discharge a 
patient when they deem it advisable to 
do so. The new law authorizes discharge 
because the patient is cured, because his 
friends want him released and ihe super 
iotendent sees no danger, because he has 
so far improved as to be able to take care 
of himself, or because he ia incurable o 
harmless and his room is needed to 
others. Authority is also given to releati 
patients on parole for not over three 
months, and if not returned within th a 
time a new order of commitment is nee 
eseary,

Presented to Gen. Porter by Princes*
